There would appear to b e a dis­ 
closure of m ajor importance in su­ 
preme soviet 
president 
Kalinin’s 
current 
description 
of 
Joseph 
Stalin as “ a happy man who led 
one-six th of the glob e to 
social­ 
ism” and “now is ready 
to lead 
them to communism.” 
This statem ent is contained 
in 
Kalinin’s b iography of the Russian 
chief, pub lished on the occasion of 
the la tte r’s widely celeb rated 60th 
b irthday anniversary. F urther in­ 
terpretation of Stalin's mission in 
life was recorded in the Moscow 
press, which hailed him 
as “the 
pillar of hope to the workers 
of 
capitalistic states.” It is worthy 
of note that this takes in a good 
deal more territory 
than is 
in­ 
cluded even in the vast reaches of 
the soviet union. 
One approaches 
a 
solution of 
m ysteries emerging from the red 
Kremlin with wariness, 
b ecause 
frequently it is dangerous to rush 
to conclus{ons. 
However, pari of 
Kalinin's 
assertion 
require 
no 
microscope, and the whole seems 
to fit perfectly into the jig-saw 
puzzle of the present European up­ 
heaval. 
Kalinin presumab ly means that 
the Russian political 
“ism” 
has 
reached the stage in its transition­ 
al period of “socialism” when it is 
ready to b e transform ed into un­ 
diluted commnnism. During Stal­ 
in ’s 15-year regime he hasn't found 
it ex pedient to go the limit in es­ 
tab lishing 
a dictatorship 
of the 
proletariat, b ut has retained some 
features of the old economic and 
industrial systems. It isn’t easy to 
wipe out “capitalism ” overnight. 
But Kalinin’s statem ent opens 
the g ate to a 
b roader 
field of 
tho ug ht. 
To

clear I 
must repeat so me facts

have mentioned 
in this 
column 
recently in reporting tha t Moscow 
appeared

Wayne Chatfield Taylor, repre­ 
sentative of the 
American 
Red i 
Cross who flew to Finland, wired , 
the Geneva office that 150,000 Fin­ 
nish civilians, 
including women, 
rhildren and aged, were forced to 
quit their homes "with nothing b ut 
(he clothes on their b acks.” 
He said there was a “crying 
need” for medical 
and hospital 
supplies and reported thousands of 
Finns who had b een removed to 
villages and towns on the frigid 
gulf 
of 
Bothnia 
lacked 
warm 
clothing. 
A delegate of the International 
Red Cross com mittee is on the 
way to Finland b y air with sample 
cases of medical supplies now b e­ 
ing packed b y the ton in Geneva 
for the Finns. 
The central offices of the league 
of Red Cross societies reported 
Swedish, Norwegian and Dannish 
Reel Cross amb ulances and medical 
supplies already in Finland while 
medical supplies purchased b y the 
United States Red Cross were on 
the way.

WHAT! NO SLAUGHTER? 
Tourists who expected to see a m ajor nav al battle be­ 
tween the Graf Spec and a British sq uadron on the coast of 
South America were said to hav e been enraged by the nazi 
decision to sink the ship rather than risk a fight. The war is 
rev iv ing in us the spirit of the bull ring and the gladiatorial 
arena. The nazis hav e cheated us. 
There seems to hav e arisen a point not cov ered properly 
by international law’. 
This set of rules decrees that when a 
belligerent ship puts in a t a neutral harbor, it must depart 
within twenty-four hours or else be held there for the re­ 
mainder of the war. 
Additional time m ay be allowed to 
make the craft “seaw orthy” in case it is damaged. 
And there the argument arose. U ruguayan officials said 
the Graf Spee was seaworthy. The ship's commander didn’t 
deny that she could float, but intimated she wasn't sea­ 
worthy in a battle. 
Whereupon the U ruguayans pointed 
to the lack of anything in international law about th at item. 
If the ship had been an American, commanded by a 
Dewey or a Decatur, it would hav e sailed out of that harbor 
and sunk ev erything in sight. 
Nav al tradition prov es it. 
Ask the British for confirmation. 
But with the nazis it was different. 
The Graf Spee 
was called a pocket battleship because of its midget size. 
Limited by the Treaty of Versailles to warships of not more , together in 
self defense 
than 10,000 tons displacement, the Germans packed a great 
deal of speed and power into the Graf Spee. Doubtless there 
were nav al secrets the Germans didn’t want to disclose. 
We can imagine th a t the Graf Spee wouldn't hav e been 
captured ev en if defeated, if she had chosen to fight her way 
out. 
Ordinarily she would hav e gone down with colors fly­ 
ing . But the commander and his chief officers might hav e 
been killed— and the crew might hav e abandoned ship, 
whereupon the British m ight hav e learned the nav al secrets 
the nazis wanted to conceal. 
Therefore, Hitler ordered the 
ship destroyed. 
T h at’s Hitler’s way. W hat he can’t control, he blows up.

WHY NOT HANG A GENERAL? 
Russia is hav ing extremely hard going against the 
Finns, a nd nothing the Red authorities in Moscow hav e 
do ne seems to make the inv asion easier. 
Judging by Red 
ta ctics, then, the thing to do is shoot a couple of the sov iet 
g enera ls. That ought to make their successors better 
lig hters. 
Thousands of Russian army officers abov e the rank of 
captain hav e been killed by Stalin in an effort to improv e 
the morale and efficiency ot the sov iet military machine - 
and the slaughter seems to hav e had an effect opposite to 
th at intended. 
When seeking to industrialize their country, Stalin and 
his fellow-murdercrs put their v ery best communists at the 
hea d of industrial organizations. 
Being good communists, 
they naturally were poor manufacturers, so when they failed 
to produce sufficient goods, Stalin accused them of sabotage 
a nd counter-rev olutionary tactics, and shot them. 
Their 
successors wTere more wary. 
They were afraid to take the 
initiativ e in making decisions. 
They referred ev erything 
to the next-highest, anti the next-highest, in turn, found a 1 
next-next highest. Gradually the circle narrowed until Stalin 
a nd his 
immediate 
circles 
ol 
high-high-highests 
were 
reached. 
And to imagine that a group like that can 
produce and control goods for 175 million people is simply 
preposterous. 
You can't run business on a communistic basis, and it 
is doubtful whether war can be successful on th at basis 
either. 
Russia’s generals are not generals in any sense of 
the word. 
They are merely uniformed door men. 
Stalin 
ca n shoot door men until he is soaked m blood, but he can 
nev er create a general by that method. 
To order a man to produce tractors ot military v ictories, 
with the promise of execution it he I ails is totalitarianism 
reduced to an absurdity. 
Both industrialists and generals 
always hav e functioned best when they worked in the hope 
of reward. To take away the hope ol reward, and substi­ 
tute the fear of execution is contrary to human nature.
